their labor, 


Nothing should bo done to legalize 
<-lther a blacklist or a boycott that 
•would be illegal at common law, this 
1'eing tho type ot boycott defined and 
i ondemned by rhe Anthracite Strike 
Commission.11 


The President evidently agrees -»lth 


. ohn Sharp Williams, tho Democratic 
3 louse leader, in tho view that Con- 
i^-oss has plenty to do this session. 
3 to suggests the revision ot the in- 
junction law, the ruenactment of the 
employers' liability bill, the further 
i egulation of the railroads, the pas- 
.•age of financial legislation, and final- 
ly, the appointment of proper commit- 
tees to investigate tariff conditions 
with a view to an Intelligent and just 
i evlslon of the tariff laws at the next 
; esslon of the Congress. 


Along the latter line it is interest- 


3 ng to note that ho recommends the 
immediate abolition of tho duty on 
*vood pulp, and a corresponding 
ruction in the tariff on print paper, not 
in the Interest of the newspapers, but 
lor tho conservation oC tho nation's 
I orests.
